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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 41-80 are allowed over the prior art record. 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The closest prior art of record Berger (US Patent 6,269,347) teaches a method for calculation 
of a reduced interest mortgage payment plan. Yamane (JP 2003323577 A) teaches a deferred 
payment gift certificate system. Siandra (Credit and moral hazard in a dual currency economy) 
teaches the moral hazard problems in credit markets where two convertible currencies exist. 

What they fail to teach or suggest: 

A. a bi-currency debt contract system for making stable currency debts for use in 
secondary economies, said bi-currency debt contract system comprising: 

a debtor entity having use for debt proceeds secondary economy, 

a second interest rate at least partially determined by from a commonly available 

interest rate database of a local currency of the secondary economy, 

an agreement for a debt between said debtor and debt issuer entities at said first 

interest rate, said debt payable in the stable currency, 

a processor assemblv structured to generate an amortization schedule, said 

amortization schedule comprising a first debt service obligation payable at said second interest 

rate and a second debt service obligation payable at said first interest rate. 

These distinct features renders claims 41,62 and 68 allowable. 
Claims 42-61,63-67 and 69-77 are dependant upon claims 41,62 and 68 respectively and have all 
of the limitations of claim 41,62 and 68 respectively, and is allowable for the same reasons 

B. a procedure for making a secure debt 
comprising: 

establishing a first interest rate at least partially based on a? available first debt interest 
rate database, 

establishing a second interest rate which is greater than the first interest rate based on an 
available second debt interest rate database, 

making a debt between a debt issuer entity and a debtor entity at the first interest rate, 

establishinq a processor qen-erated amortization schedule and amortizing at least a 
majority of the debt at the second interest rate in accord with the porocessor qenerated 
amortization schedule, 

creating a reserve fund derived from the difference in amortization of the debt at the 
second interest rate and at the first interest rate, and establishing the reserve fund in a 
predetermined sufficient amount to facilitate satisfaction of the debt. 

These distinct features renders claim 78 allowable. 
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Claims 79 and 80 are dependant upon claim 78 and have all of the limitations of claim 78 and is 
allowable for the same reasons
